Queens, Hamilton 
Put Men, Women 
On Same Basis 



Tbronlo (CUP), January 14 — 
There have been no official regula- 
tions formulated for any university 
with regard to expelling women 
student* whose work ii not satis- 
factory, nonetheless three of the 
nation's institutes of higher learn- 
tng have required them to leave 
Classes. 

. The question was not discussed at 
the conference in Ottawa last weel< 
tnd. but one official has stated that 
tiie various college heads thereat 
assèmbled agreed that there would 
be no discrimination between men 
ind women students. 

No definite decision has been 
reached at Varsity as to the female 
■tudenta whose work is not satis* 
lactory, but, in the case of men, 
their names will be forwarded to 
the War Services Board, although 
they will not be required to leave 
the University as yet. Women stu* 
dents will probably be dealt with 
In the same manner, except in flag- 
rant cases of inability. 

Kingston (CUP) Women students 
at Queens are affected in the same 
way as the men by the new régu- 
lations. Thirty-four women will 
be asked to leave the University as 
a result of the publication of exam- 
ination results. 

Hamilton (CUP) According to the 
Chancellor of Ihc University an un- 
atated number of women students 
will be required to quit their 
ctudies. ' 

London' (CUP) Western Unlvcr- 
»ity has as yet taken no steps with 
regard . to. femal«i students., pending 
the announcement of examination 
retults. President Fox, however, 
states that there will be no discrim- 
ination between men and women. 



Russian Colleges 
Carry On While . 
Country Fights 

117,000 Experts 
Were Graduated 
In The Spring 

Kingston.— (CUP)— "Russian uni- 
versities are carrying on at a high 
Jevel of efficiency," Nikolai Kras- 
Bvchenko, 25-year-old leader of the 
Russian delegation to the Interna- 
tional Student Assembly, said in an 
•ddress to students of Toronto Var- 
•ity a while ago. No universities 
have been closed, although many of 
them, including over 500,000 stu- 
dents, have been evacuated from 
•nemy-occupicd territory . to sale 
locations east of the Ural moun- 
iaini. 

"Last spring," he continued, "117,- 
000 young experts were graduated 
Ifom our unlversitief. Some of 
•»em have curtailed their curricula, 
but there has never been an/ 
thought of closing them." In Rus- 
cia, he explained, the university 
•tudent i( considered to be as es- 
aential a member of society as the 
ihuniUons worker or soldier. The 
Russian government feels the need 
tor graduating large numbers of 
trained men, in war or peace, sim- 
ply because they are useful to the 
rContinttcd on Pope Four;

"Thank God I am . not bigoted," 
said Wing-Commandcr Gerald 
Gregson speaking to a luncheon 
meeting of the- McGlll Christian 
Fellowship yesterday. "To those 
who know the Lord Jesus Christ it 
matters very little to what denom- 
ination a man belongs." 
' The speaker stressed the neces- 
sity of regeneration, or spiritual re 
birth, in a vital, personal Chris 
Uanity. He sUted .that faith sUnds 
on the shoulders of reason in the 
revelation of God.

The life of Louis-Antoine de 
Bougainville was the subject of 
M. talk given by Allana Held at 
a meeting of the R.V.C. Histori- 
cal Club last nighl. 

De Bougainville began his 
career in a diplomatic mission 
to England in 1754. Having 
acquitted himself with distinc- 
tion there, he left for New 
France as aide-de-camp to 
Montcalm. 

Always the enthusiastic ex- 
plorer and scientist, De Bou- 
gainville next embarked on a 
trip around the world; he was 
the first Frenchman to accom- 
plish this circuit, and .iadded 
several P a c i'f i e islands to 
France's colonics. Towards the 
end of his life Dc Bougainville 
refused many important mili- 
tary positions to devoto "birnself 
to science.

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What Price Enlisting? 

Tiie Arts, Commerce and Law Faculties 
were given a new lease on life at last 
•week's University Staff meeting in Ottawa. 
;Mr. IMncNnmara, speaking for tho Govcmr 
ment, has stated that Ottawa recognizes 
the long-run value of the so-called non- 
essential students. Dr. Jnnics commended 
this "generous attitude" upon his return. 
'And wc in turn repeat our endorsement of 
the government's attitude. 

Althougli every capable student has 
official justification for remaining at col- 
lege, his individual problem is far from 
settled. For the larRo proportion of stu- 
dents in the above; faculties who are de- 
liberately -5 training for the monumental 
task of reshaping the social and economic 
order, the dilemma still exists. 

Many a competent student, who has 
little fear of being flunked out does not 
consider the recent Ottawa decision "an 
apology" for his student status. 

' Looking well into the future, how can 
these students be made most valuable for 
tho years of peace that are to come? 
Should they remain independent of the 
actual conflict, intent on analysing war 
pauses and preparing methods for their 
^ôlùUon? Perhaps, yet this might well 
jeopardize their whole authority in the 
eyes of tho public and thus defeat their 
purpose in remaining at college now. 
Nevertheless tho need for men who can 
cure our social and economic ills cannot 
be underestimated. Should they be slaught- 
ered off at the crisis of the situation, leav- 
ing our country in the hands aged and 
otherwise incompetent people? 

On the other hand, these students arc 
|l|kely to have much more > prestige ten 
^ycars from now, if they have served for

Noticeable among the number of 
^ "flukers" who were expelled from Queen's 
and Varsity this ydar was the high percent 
jof first year students. In both cases the 
number of Freshmen who failed to meet 
^jip wiUi -the- required standards -far sur- 
||>aM«l|iho8e of other years. This is. not 
Jlfcupi^sing, since their has always been a 
■^larger percent of failures in first . year 
courses than in others. 

Students and especinily frcslinicn 
sliould regard low marks even in class tests 
as a serious warning of worse to come, 
failures and border-line parses should be 



the realization that he must dig in and 
work from today on. Exams come nearly 
two months earlier at McGill than at most 
of the high schools and prep schools from 
which .Freshmen come, and last minute 
plugging is too dangerous for any student 
who honestly wants to continue his studies 
at the university to depend upon. Students 
who went west as har\'esters should have 
more than caught up with the work they 
missed by now. They must not think that 
because they were allowed to take a month 
out from studies they will be given par- 
ticular consideration for slackness. 

The greatest problem of the freshman 
has always been the way in which he ought 
to divide his time between studies and 
student activities. Actually the difficulty 
is not that ho. enters too many extra- 
curricular activities but that he wastes 
time. 

Free periods between lectures can bo 
spent more profitably reading English 2 
or catching up on behind work than chat- 
ting over a oup of coffee or a cigarette. 
While there has never been any set amount 
of time that students should spend study- 
ing per day, 'freshmen should spend from 
three to five hours on assignments and 
suggested extra work varying according to 
the ability of the student concerned. , 

The seriousness of working steadily 
from day to day cannot bo overstressed 
and no student should fed that he has the 
right to do his minimum when the' rest of 
the world is doing its..maximum<

Dear Sir,— I would like to criticize 
very strongly the opinions express- 
ed in the editorial of the January 
14 issue of the Daily eaUUed "Why 
Some Are Here", and other articles 
of a similar nature that have been 
appearing too often lately. 
*The writer of the editorial seems 
to think that the government should 
undertake, a "publicity campaign 
pointing out to the nation how 
necessary it Is that students remain 
at college, and prepare themselves 
not only for war but also for the 
pursuits of peace," and he then has' 
the audacity to suggest that "each 
student sit down and devote time 
to thought, deciding why he is at 
college." What a laughl Docs the 
writer propose that students, who 
are at present taking completely 
non-essential courses and whq feel 
that their best place may probably 
be in the armed forces, should sit 
down and draw up a list ot argu- 
ments to convince the average citi- 
zen, who is being mobilized for total 
WAR, that the student has been 
chosen to study tor total PEACE? 

The best contribution any person 
can make at the present moment 
toward preparing our post-war 
world is tp do everything in his 
power to defeat our Fascist. enemy. 
That will be his contribution io the 
building of a just;peace.;Let us not 
fool ourselves. Tbe^nadtan people, 
especially M those V who are in the 
Armed Forces and those who are 
sacrificing in other ways to help 
achieve victory, will not permit our 
Post-War world to be planned by 
physically tit men' and women who 
spent their time studying hon-éssén- 
tial courses, at a time when even 
their own university was threaten- 
ed. Our post-war world will be built 
tiy the men and women who really 
déserve to plan the future ot the 
Cànadian people. They are the ones 
who are willing to iight for their 
freedom, in the armed forces, in in- 
dustry, and on the essential war 
home front 

How many students are acquaint-; 
ed with the results of the Student- 
Staff Council which met here at Mc- 
Gill during the Christmas holidays 
imdcr the sponsorship ot the Stu- 
dent Executive Council, and chair- 
ed by Principal James? The propos- 
als resulting from this conference 
were truly representative of the 
opinion of the whole Canadian stu- 
dent body, as opposed to the re- 
marks in recent Daily editorials. 
Here are some of them: 

(a) Speed-up ot ALL courses;' 

(b) Establishment ot'a Joint Sel- 
ective Service Board; 

(c) Establishment of- a Women's 
Officer's Training Corps at McGill; 

(d) Male Arts students of high 
second class standing ^only should 
be allowed to continue their studies 
after receiving their call-up notice; 

(e) Continuation of Student-Staff 
meetings to dUcufs the function ot 
a wartime university. 

Such were tho positive proposals 
coming from various student com 
mittecs. Similar proposals were 
passed at the recent Student-Staff 
Council of the University ot Tor- 
onto. Positive total war mobiliza- 
tion—that is the desire ot the Cana- 
dian student. 

Let us break away from Presi- 
dent Cody's definition ot the role 
of the university, "to conserve the 
teachings and amassed learning of 
earlier generations." The function 
ot : the . University : at . ttheJi»Me^^ 
moment Is to contribute a maotimttm 
number of officers and skilled per- 
sonnel to the war effort Thn con- 
tribution of the University must be 
integrated with the contributions of 
every phase' ot Canadian life for a 
united effort /to^lpé Fascism from 
the face ot 'tiie^eariii.

lowed as much economic and polit- 
ical freedom to the individual, 
Rossy, Minister of Finance, dealt 
with the monetary and fiscal aspects 
of post-\s-ar control. Inflation wss 
one of the chief problems to be 
guarded against, and the question 
of how monetary and fiscal policies 
of the Government could control the 
business cycle was considered at 
length. 

Beaton, leading the Opposition 
started by asking for a clearer de- 
finition as to what control Is. He 
preferred the term regulate, fur 
thcr stating that some rcgulaion of 
industry in the post-war period was 
necessary but not to the degree that 
the Government "was advocating. 
Manolson, second speaker of the 
Opposition tried to show how too 
much government control is con- 
trary to the wishes of the people. 
He stated that it would only lead 
to a totalitarian bureaucratic state 
The motion was brought to ques 
tion after Professor Hlggins, Bronf 
man Professor of Economics, made 
a summary of what post-war regu 
lation should entail. The bill as 
read was carried by the Govern 
ment.
